Water Suit of San Fernando 
Agairist This City Thrown Out of 
Court for Went of Jurisdiction, 
While Injunction ts Granted Sun- 
set Men Against Pomona. 


Two important decisions were 
handed down yesterday by Judge Olin 
Wellborn in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court. 

One of these is based primarily up- 
on the water controversy between the 
city of Los Angeles and the San 
Fernando ranchers. The other is up- 
on the injunction application of the 
Sunset Telephone people against the 
city of Pomona. in the water suit, 
the case was dismissed on the ground 
of non-jurisdiction. In the other 
action, the injunction prayed for by 
the corporation was granted. 

‘ POMONA’'S TROUBLES. 


The troubles of Pomona with the 
telephone ration began 
time ago, when, without authority— 


according to the Pomonaites—the Sun- 
set Company began placing its poles 
and stringing its wires through the 
streets of the iniand town. Valiant 
citizens with axes brought down many 
of the offending sticks, and then the 
corporation prayed for an injunctiou 
trom the Circuit Court, restraining 
such removal until the merits of the 
ease could be decided in an action 
already commenced. 

Judge Weliborn’s decision does not 
affect the final outcome in any man- 


ner, 

Part of his text is as follows: “That 
the suit involves a substantial con- 
troversy as to the right of the com- 
plainant to have and operate ita lines. 
poles and wires on defendant's streets 
without a special franchise frem de- 
fendant is perfectly obvious. It Is 
obvious that defendant will 
suffer but little, if any, harm from 
a Continuance of said lines in its 
streets during the pendancy of the 
suit, though it should be ultimately 
held that said lines are now uniaw- 
fully maintained. while complainant 
would suffer great, if not irreparable 
injury. from the destruction cr re- 
moval of said lines, if the court should 
ultimately sustain the claims of the 
bill, 
The questions of the law for de- 
termination on the merits, being im- 
portant and not free from diMficu:ty, 
should be reserved until the final 
hearing. 

“This brief summary shows clearly 
that the situation of the parties as it 
existed when the suit was cominenced 
should be preserved until their rights 
have been adjudicated.” 

SAN FERNANDO WATER.

WLETT—HIS ‘INDEPENDENT 


MANHOOD. 

The opening of the Republican State 
campaign at Oakland, on Saturday 
night, was auspicious. Magnificent 
enthusiasm pervaded the gathering, 
which was an augury of the success. 
awaiting the Republican State ticket 
at the polls in November, if the Re- 
publican cause be properly presented. 
Notable was the address of Congress- 


man Gillett, the Republican candidate 


for Governor. This speech was 
straightforward and comprehensive. 
It defined the issues of the campaign 
clearly, and stated with frank fear- 
lessness the Republican position on 
the leading questions. It was just such 
a speech as the warmest friends and 
admirers of Mr. Gillett expected from 
him, and it win make for him thous- 
ands of new friends and supporters in 
the coming contest of the ballots. 

It has often been charged by Mr. 
Gillett’s opponents, since his nomina- 
tion for Governor of California, that 
he is the candidate of the railroad 
“machine.” Mr. Gillett’s denial of this 
charge is as emphatic as words could 
make it. “I want to emphasize the 
fact,” declared Mr. Gillett, “that I am 
no man’s and no corporation’s candi- 
date, but am the candidate solely of 
the best and grandest party that this 
country ever had.” Further on in his 
address Mr. Gillett said: “I assert 
paghin that I am not the candidate of 
any man or any faction or of any cor- 
poration, but the candidate of the Re- 
publican party, and if elected I will be 
Governor of the people, irrespective of 
party.” | 

These are the words of a strong and 
able man. There is no affectation 
about them. Mr. Gillett obviously 
means exactly what he says in deny“ 
ing the charges of his subserviency to 
corporations or other improper infiu- 
fences. The people will take him ut 
his word. They will elect him Gover- 
nor of California, and will expect him 
to carry out, in that capacity, the 
promise that he will be “Governor of 
the people, irrespective of party.” That 
is the sort of Governor the people de- 
sire to have. In Mr. Gillett they will 
not be disappointed. 

It is evident that the Republicans 
of California have made no mistake in 
the choice of their candidate for Gov- 
ernor. He, has in large degree the 
qualities essential to the successful 
administration of that great and im- 
portant office. Among these are to be 
counted sound judgment, firmness, ex- 
ecutive ability, candor, loyalty to his 
party and bis friends, and the broad- 
mindedness which enables him to rise 
above mere party considerations in 
dealing with questions which affect 
the welfare of the whole people. While 
his opening speech of the campaign is 
not what is generally denominated as 
“brilliant,” it is overflowing with 
plain common sense, the incontrover- 
tible logic of truth, and the inherent 
wisdom which is always more convinc- 
ing than mere pyrotechnics, however 
flamboyant. 


UZZLING THE PRESS. 

There are few readers of the 
daily press whose minds do not at 
times burn with indignation as they 
read of the restraints put upon news- 
papers in such countries as Russia 
and Turkey. There are few who have 
dwelt for even a few years in America 
who have not become profoundly im- 
pressed with the conviction that upon 
the liberty of the press in its broad- 
est meaning depends the well-being 
of the commonwealth. American cit- 
izens, almost to a man, are prone to 
make loud boast of the great privilege 
it is to be able to read an untram- 
meled press. 

And yet there is scarcely one among 
us who would not muzzle the press if 
he could. The criminal would rather 
muzzie the press than batter down 
the walls of every penitentiary in al! 
the States. He hates more intensely 
the publication of his misdeeds thin 
he does the fetters that bind his 
wrists. The newly rich degenerates, 
whose Bacchanalian orgies disgrace 
Pittsburgh society, would give millions 
if they could only prevent the genus 
papers frora making public the details 
of their bestial conduct. The decent 
part of the press in the Uniied States 
today, and that means nearly all of 11 
is engaged in an earnest campaign 
against the danger to society growing 
out of lax divorce laws. The gay Lo- 
thario or the “fast” society women, 
who finds a divorce suit pending, 
would muzzle the press, if possible, 
from publishing the pleadings in the 
action for seraration. Stensland of 
Chicago would give much to muzzle 
the press ‘from telling about bank 
wrecking. The promoter of some get- 
rich-quick scheme has a burning de- 
sire to muzzle the newspapers and 
prevent them from exposing the un- 
soundness and inherent dishonesty of 
the scheme he is promoting. There

that of the master to whom they have 
sold their brains and souls, who would 
find it very convenient to muzzle the 
press from speaking too reely about 
political chicanery. 

And they do not number by any 
means the total tale of those who 
would muzzle the press. Few men are 
so broad of mind as to be free from 
racial or national prejudice. We are 
all possessed with the foolish thought 
that some honor belongs to ourselves 
individually, for the country in which 
We were born, or even the race to 
which we belong. We would have our 
own nation in every respect the great- 
est among men. The Hottentots have 
a fable which teaches that the Al- 
mighty made three essays at creating 
man before He got one the color of 
whose skin was entirely pleasing to 
the Almighty eye. The first man was 
made of a clay which, when baked, 
came out white, too white to be “pleas- 
ing in the sight of God.” The second 
one was made probably of adobe clay, 
and he came out of the bake oven too 
black. The third was a red Hotten- 
tot, whose color proved entirely sat- 
isfactory to the All Wise. 
| A newspaper cannot afford to have 
either national, racial, or religious 
prejudices. It is a chronicler of the 
news. To convey exact information 
upon, any given subject is the ambi- 
tion of every wisely conducted news- 
paper. The less prejudice the news- 
paper develops, the more exact and 
accurate the information it provides 
its readers, the greater its success, Ev- 
ery good newspaper editor knows this 
fact, and toward this end he bends all 
his energies. 

In his effort to give the readers of 
his paper information of an accurate 
kind on some important subject, he 
makes a comparison as to the con- 
sumption of intoxicating liquors by 
the different nations of the world. He 
may desire to give important informa- 
tion as to the rate of speed maintain- 
ed on passenger trains in different 
parts of the globe in connection with 
railroad accidents. It may seem a 
subject likely to interest the minds 
of broadly intelligent people to trace 
the growth of insanity, of suicide, of 
poverty or of wealth in the different ha- 
tions of the world. Now up to this 
point the mind of every reader will 
go along with what has been said in 
perfect accord. But just stop and 
think one moment. Are you German? 
Are you English? Are you French? 
Are you Italian? Are you American? 
Whatever you are, did you ever read 
a newspaper article dealing with sta- 
tistics on any of the subjects referred to 
above and did not find the blood rising 
hot around your temples when the 
newspaper gave your own particular 
country the worst of it? Did you ever 
write a letter to the newspaper and 
protest against giving its readers in- 
formation of this nature? If you have 
done this, you are not a sincere be- 
liever in an absolutely untrammeled 
press. While you may not desire to 
have the Government take the editor 
by the throat and put him in prison, 
you want to play the role of tyrant 
yourself and muzzle the press. 

Do you profess any particular reli- 
gious cult? Are you a Methodist, a 
Baptist, an Episcopalian, a Roman 
Catkolic, a Christian Scientist, a Mor- 
mon? If you are and were here to 
sit down and talk, vou would not hesi- 


tate 3 that any sect may at 
times itself beset with conditions 
that it is distressing to you to have 


made known through the public press. 
In the abstract, you will ugree that 
preachers and teachers and whole - 
cleties following a particular religious 
cult are justly subject to newspaper 
criticism. But did you never find your 
own particular cult, your own pet sect, 
or your own favorite preacher in the 
columns of a newspaper to the disad- 
vantage of the cult, sect, or preacher, 
and then sit down, as “Constant Read- 
er,” “Old-time Subscriber,” Windex.“ 
“Vow Populi,” “Fair Play,” or some 
other misnomer, and protest against 
the article that met with your disap- 
proval? If you have done this you 
are just as little In favor of an unmuz- 
zled press as the Czar of Russia, as the 
Sultan of Turkey, cr as Prophet Smith 
of Salt Lake. All that any of these 
desires to suppress in the columns of 
the daily newspaper is what is to his 
own personal disadvantage. The news- 
paper can have full swing at every- 
thing else. 

Oh, yes, in the abstract you all un- 
derstand how vital it is to have an 
unmuzzied press. We all concede 
that the free press is the “palladium” 
of our liberties. But in the concrete 
almost every one of us is a Czar, a Sul- 
tan, or a Prophet, and would muzzle 
the press in just what affects our- 
selves. If a journal publishes nothing 
that any one will object to, it must 
sell blank paper on the streets. 


TILL LIBELING LOS ANGELES. 

In its frenzied efforts to “boost 
the boss” and his political game, the 
Hearst paper in Los Angeles does not 
hesitate to injure the interests of 
Southern California, so far as any- 
thing it says can affect. public inter- 
ests or influence opinion. It happens 
to be the cue of the Hearst outfit to 
see snakes wheuever the Southern Pa- 
cific is mentioned and to discern the 
tentacles of the “octopus” wrapped 
around everything in sight. 

Wherefore the yellow pup yelps to 
all the world that Southern Califor- 
nia is ruined by the railroad, just as 
it howled last June, through its east- 
ern litter brother, the monstrous lie 
that Los Angeles was wrecked and 
10,000 of her people were killed by 
an earthquake. In headlines blazoned 
clear across a front page last Sunday 
the Los Angeles Examiner yelled: 

“Octopus Crushes Cities of Southern 
Califorpia— Manufacturing Industries 


are several score of men and women] Are Deadened. Towns Held Back 
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From Expansion. Property Is Depre- 
ciating.” 

And more of similar purport. 

That is the way Hearst's paper helps 
to build up the community which sup- 
ports it. That is the sort of encour- 
agement it gives to the people who 
are making Southern California the 
most prosperous and progressive sec- 
tion of the country, and inviting oth- 
ers to come nere and help them and 
share in their prosperity. That is the 
measure of Hearstian civic loyalty, 
honesty and helpfulness. 

It is all a monstrous falsehood. Not 
that the Southern Pacific is any too 
virtuous or wise to benefit itself at 
the expense of the cities, but as a 
matter of fact it has not “crushed” 
Southern California, and no such state 
of affairs as the Examiner proclaims 
exists. Southern California was never 
before so prosperous. Los Angeles 
and the other cities are growing be- 
yond belief, and their manufacturing 
industries are expanding tremen- 

But what are facts when Hearst 
an ax to grind or a howl to emit? 
The order goes out to “jump the octo- 
pus” and boost the Independence 
and the hired men get busy 
in the fake ; 

One day Mr. Harriman is so public 
spirited that he is about to build a 
railroad through Owens Valley to aid 
the city in constructing its aqueduct 
and to insure the speedy consumma- 
tion of the Owce-- River project. He 
“takes a big burden from the city” 
and “makes the huge project certain 
of success.” The next day it is in 
order to roast the railroad, and Mr. 
Harriman is a robber. He is caught 
»in attempt to rob the city,” his 
“hirelings seek to control railroad 
into Owens Valley;” he is plotting 
to grab millions and excessive freight 
charges are to be the “means of steal- 
ing from Los Angeles.” 

This sort of thing is not only stupid 
in design, but malevolent in execution. 
It makes of the Hearst paper a pub- 
lic pest and a menace to the commu- 
nity to which it appeals for support. 
It demonstrates that the management 
of the paper is destitute of intelli- 
gence and a pauper in principles. 
There is neither common sense nor 
common honesty in such journalism. 


3 E AVERAGE VOTER. 
The average voter is not going to 
vote perpendicularly this year. 

Let no political managers deceive 
themselves on this point. The average 
voter will not vote the Republican 
ticket straight, or the Independent 
ticket straight, or the Democratic 
ticket straight. :

KJHEELER ON SPELLING. 

Of all the suggestions and recom- 
mendations which have been made in 
connection with the proposed “spelling 
refogm,” the idea advanced by Presi- 
dent Benjamin Ide Wheeler of the Uni- 
versity of California seems about the 
most sensible and practicable. Presi- 
dent Wheeler suggests that an inter- 
national academy might be founded, to 
have authority in matters relating to 
changes in the language. Mr. Wheel- 
er’s position, he declares, is deter- 
mined from the point of view of the 
science of language in its relations to 
human civilization. “It certainly is of 
‘the highest importance to most civi- 
| ged interests,” he declares, that no 
changes be made, such as have been 
proposed, without most careful consid- 
| eration, and codperation of all branches 
of the English-speaking world.” 

President Wheeler would have the in- 
ternational academy composed of rep- 
resentatives of the United States, Eng- 
land, Canada, Australia, New Zealand, 
and even South Africa and India. He 
would make it “a parliament of the 
English-speaking world, which should 
have oversight of reforms in the lan- 
guage, just as the French Academy and 
Spanish Academy have done in their 
languages.” There would probably be 
considerable difficulty in securing 
agreement upon certain forms of or- 
thography in an international academy 
made up as Prof. Wheeler proposes. 
Englishmen are as leath to give up 
certain forms as Americans are to 
abandon certain others. It is easy 
enough to lead a horse to water, but it 
is hard to make him drink. The acad- 
emy, or commission, would not and 
could not be clothed with any power 
to enforce its decrees. It is the un- 
questioned privilege of every man to 
spell as he pleases. The publishers of 
dictionaries and text-bookS have the 
same privilege. To force upon the peo- 


any particular form of speech, is vir- 
tually impossible, as Mr. Carnegie and 
his reformed spelling board are sure to 


The opinion of an international body 
such as Mr. Wheeler suggests, however, 
would have great weight throughout 
the English-speaking world, and doubt- 
less its suggestions, if not too radical or 
far-fetched, would be very generally 
adopted. 

Changes in the tongue must come 
about, for the most part, in the process 
of evolution. They cannot be forced 
with any degree of success. The most 
that can be said is that an interna- 
tional board or academy composed of 
learned men, might be able, through 
judicious, discriminating and moderate 
action, to facilitate in some slight de- 
gree the process of evolution in English 
orthography. The idea of bringing 
about, by arbitrary decree, any sudden 
changes in the forms of English words, 
is absurd and wholly impracticable.

WAS MURDERED. 


District-Attorney Says There ts 
Nothing Definite of That Nature.

Arrest for Starting a Forest Fire 
‘Three Weeks Ago.

SANTA ANA, Sept. 24.—The county 


has refused to exhume the body of 


Fred Shipman, who was found dead 
on the floor of the ranch house of the 


Mission Viejo ranch on August 28. The 


Coroner’s jury brought in a verdict 
of suicide, and for a few days little 
more was thought of the matter. Then 
Miss Bertha Shipman arrived from 
Kansas iCty and she declared that it 
was her belief that her father had been 
murdered. 

She demanded that the Coroner be 
directed to exhume her father’s body 
for the purpose of finding if the bullet 
that entered his skull was of the same 
caliber as the pistol found beside hi« 
body. There were three empty cart- 
ridges in Shipman’s revolver, and Miss 
Shipman does not believe that her 
father emptied all three of them 
against himself. 

She thinks he fired at another per- 
son and the one bullet that struck him 
she thinks came frum another re- 
volver than his. Sheriff Lacy has been 
investigating, and Dist.-Atty Head to- 
day stated that the body would: not 
be exhumed as there had been nothing 
definite to show murder. ‘
